T am ae with regard to the new Pelican crossing at Deddington traffic lights 
and the imminent redundancy of Pam Harper, our crossing lady, 


I have a nine year old at Deddington Primary School and live at the above address 
approximately 15 yards from these lights, I therefore have a great interest in 
these developments, I would like to know who made the momentous decision ta take 
away the only safe method of children crossing this main road, Does this person 
have any children and if so de they attend Deddington Primary School? 


Fresumably this decision has been made due to the de-trunking of the Ad23 and the 
opening of the M40, However it fails toa take into consideration just haw busy 
this road is and the incredible danger the children-will be in when the lights 
fail, as they already have, As I mention above, we live almost on top of the 
lights and are more aware than most people of the amount of traffic still using 
this road and of the stupidity of drivers trying to jump the lights, What a 
wonderful mixture it will be of drivers and children all trying to cross the 
lights on amber, Is it really your intention to let five year olds literally 
“dice with death"? Whoa will supervise the children when the Pelican crossing 
fails? Shall we have ‘to wait until a child is hurt before something will be done? 
What will your answer be - "Sorry I was only doing my job"? 


Our crossing lady knows all the children and watches for them coming from Hempton 
Road, She even helds the little ones' hands across the road, Soame of the lorries 
still using the AdZ260 are enormous and quite frightening to a five year old, 


As you are probably aware, the Pelican crossing did in fact break down the day 
after installation, It was later than 7,30 pm before the lights were working 
again, Surely you must be aware what a dangerous crossroads this is for cars, let 
alone children, when there are na lights to centrol the traffic, Particularly so 
because West ta East traffic cannot see the North ta South traffic without pulling 
right out into the middle of the road, How much more: dangerous will it be having 
youngsters trying ta dedge the traffic to get. te scheol on time, © Imagine trying 
to turn left from the Hempton Road to Banbury and being confronted by children 
crassing willy nilly, 


I must also take issue with engineers being supplied with portable telephones, At 
what cast to us? Perhaps if one ar two of these telephones were put inte 
voluntary redundancy, our crossing lady would not be put into forced redundancy, 
She can hardly be an expensive item. in your total wages bill, and think how much 
sounder at night you will sleep knowing the children of Deddington are in her safe 
keeping, What nightmares otherwise, 


I lock forward to an early reply and of. course a reversal of your decision to make 
redundant Mrs Harper, arH Sond

“and I might add at speed, Is this going te be the norm for school days, two out 
of five days broken?
